Members of each union will vote 
separately on the merger and each 
union must approve the proposition 
for the merger to be allowed by 
the international union. 

The ballots were to read: “Are 
you willing to merge your union 
with Culinary Alliance 467 (or 
Bartenders Union 545) into a new 
union, and to hold election for new 
officers?” Place for “yes” or “no” 
marks were to be provided. 


If the merger is approved, it-was | 


reported, a new charter will be is- 
sued for the combined local and a 
new union number assigned. New 
officers would have to be elected as 
soon as possible. 

If the merger is rejected by 
either union or both, the present 
setup of two individual union or- 
ganizations would be continued 
without change.

Fail as Legis. Adjourns 


126 Congressmen 
Favor 17% Raise 
For U.S. Workers 


Washington.—A tally by AFL 
| gov ernment employee _ unions 
shows that at least 126 Representa- 
| tives and 18 Senators favor a 17 
per cent pay hike for U.S. federal 
workers without any reservations. 

The computation was made on 
the basis of interviews reported by 
| the 1500 representatives of AFL 
{government employee unions who 
visited Congressmen during a two- 
day session held here. 

The ¥isiting unionists reported 
interviews with 399 members of 
the House and 77 Senators. 

In addition to those favoring the 
17 per cent hike, 139, Representa- 
tives and 30 Senators said they 
would support he recommendaions 
{of their committees. That means a 
‘majority of both houses favor a 
salary increase. The committees so 
| far favor a pay increase for postal 
and classified workers but have 
talked about 6.9 per cent increases,

Abalones Tagged 


Seizing the opportunity present- 
ed by a recent extreme low tide, 
wardens and biologists of the State 
Division of Fish and Game placed 
plastic tags on 472 abalones found 
in Sonoma County, south of 
Gualala. 

The minus tides exposed the 
;mollusks in quantity, and in all 
| sizes, They were cleared from one 
section of the bed, as a control. A 
future checkup by the survey crew 
will reveal what lateral movements 
the abalones have accomplished. 

The tagging operation is part of 
a continuous research program 
| conducted by the division to learn 
;more about the five species of 
| abalones found in California. It has 
, been accelerated recently to keep 
|up with the demands brought by 
jincreasing numbers of abalone 


fishermen.
